One moraing we woke up to 
tind our shanty door piled up to the roof 
with snow and it still snowing hard, it 
was then getting near Christmar, and our 
intention had been to spend it in Helena 
but we found to our disgust that it was 
impossible to get our horses up from 
Sandfords and it seemed doubtful if we 
could succeed in getting up any Christmas 
cheer to the shanty.

the end of the journey was reached, he 
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had no use for Norwegian snowshoes. 
On starting he glided serenly, but with 
an immense amount of labor for a mile or 
two, them he had to ascend a mountain 
side, this resembled a treadmill, for every 
time he took the pole our to push him- 
self furcher up, he found he immediately 
descended to the original starting place, 
eventually he succeeded in making some 
headway and by dint of almost super- 
human efforts reached the tep. Here 
the prospects was most inviting, a slope 
of ab-ut 45e met the eye, studded with 
trees, for what appears to be a 
distance of at least two miles.

The Issb seen ef the dead 
couple was en Thuredsy lest, when they 
Grove inte Teronto, a3 was their custem, 
with a lead of butter and other supplies for 
market. They are known to have stopped 
at Nurse's Hetel at the Humber early in 
the morning, andere supposed te have re- 
turocd in the usual way after dispssing ef 
their goods. 

WHAT THE BOY SAW. 

Nething mere {s definitely knewn cntil 
Raturday afternoon, when a lad named 
Clayton Osborne, whose father lives just 
across the way, nericed that the plsoe 
seemed deeerted, and called the ettentien 
ef another neighbor named Res God- 
therpe to the fact. CGvldtborpe went ever 
and, finding the heuse locked up, weat 
te the barn and discovered the horses and 
cattle starving. He watered and fed them 
and then, fearing eome accident had be- 
fallen the VWailllcmses, he went into Teronte 
te-day and notified the pelice. This after- 
neon as the conple did net ehow up, the lad 
Osborne, who waa round the place again 
losking after the cattle, went to a rear 
window, ever wh'ch the inside blind was 
olesely drawn, and, lifting the sash, pushed 
aside the curtain and peered tn. He was 
startiod te eee old man Williams eltting iz 
achalr by the table with a coat over his 
head. Toe boy at once drepped the sash, 
and, ranning screse the fielde, gave the 
alarm to the nearest ne'ghbera. Teese were 
William Moody, whe tecants the farm right 
behind the Willams hemestead, and who 
is married to a eter of the murdered mac ; 
Richard H. Barcel and bie brether W,1- 
liam, Dennis Hogan and William Ratle dye. 
One «f those men ged iu by the windew and 
unbarred ths frent deer of the house, 
admitting the others. 

THE HOUSE DESCRIBED. 


The house ta a double frent frame struc- 
tare, with attio, standing back absut ene 
bundred yerds from the rvad on the north 
aide. The deor opers tnto a Living reom 
abeut twenty fret rqusre, Oa the right 
hand are two bed-rooms, and te the left 
a etairway loading to the attic, Behind 
the Iiving room te a small kitchea, off 
which fs a emall pantry. the 
south wall of the kitchen te the isfo of the 
Goer leading from the front reem fs a 
emsii table, covered with a pleoe of mar- 
ble cloth, enden itare the uteneile which 
had been used at the Ins evecing meal 
eaten {n the hens. Acauple of pistes, 
with knives and forke on each, a couple 
ef empty “ishes, pepper and salt castors 
and eandri-s were there, but no feod ef 
any kind. 

SAT DEAL A CHAIR 

In aa arm chalr at thie table, with his 
back to the deor from the frent reom, lies 
stretched stiff and stark the battered body 
ef the murd+rea man. Tho body bas falien 
back, with tre head hanging ever the back 
ef the chair, the arms havging strafghd at 
either elds, the hands ¢ enched, and the legs 
stretched etraight ous under ihe table. 
Over the head wae tbrewa an old coat, 
which was glned to the shall with the cen- 
gealed blood The remeval of th» coat die- 
clesed a sickening aight, at which the sten>- 
eet heart might weil qzall and the most

HIS WIFE S LIFELESS BODY.

Wi:bin 
100 yarde of it is tre house ef ansther 
farmer, Mr. Ch+rlea Osborne, s!tas*ed south 
ef the main roed, called the Middle road, 
while that of the Wiiliamses is en the nerth 
side. At a distance ef three hundred 
yaria from the murdered peeple is the 
house ef the (sldthorps family. and a short 
distance frem them is that of John Hickey.

WHEN LAST SEEN ALIVE 


On Wednesday morning Mrs. Goldthorpe, 
who understood that Mr. end Mrs. Wi- 
liams were going to Teronto with seme 
produce, inciuding fewi ard butter, went 
over to exchangs a fowl which she bad 
killed fer ene of Mra. Williams’. dirs 
Willlams at that time had evorything in 
readiness fer the trip and said so. That 
was the last timeshe er her husband were 
ecen by any ef the neighbors. They did 
not, however, etart for Teronte oa Thure- 
day, but waited till Friday morning, when 
they left at an early heur, prebably sbous 
4 e’oleck, as they were ro? observed leaving 
thefarm. That morning at an hour so 
early the anow which prevailed later had 
net begun to fall, nor did it till about 8 30 
e’cleck. Oa the way te Torento they 
stopped at Naree'’s Hotel st the Hamber, 
where they were scccstomed te dispose 
ef scme of thelr goods. Mre. Williame 
get out of the cutter in which they 
were driving, and went into the hotel. 
There was nothing wanted at the hotel, 
however, and ehe returned te the cutter, re- 
fusing the invitatien te remain and warm 
herself, because her husbacd was waiting 
for her, and the water waz, as she ssid, 
“ ranaing dewn her back.” They then kept 
en tewards the city, transacted ‘heir busi- 
ness in the ususl way, and returned heme 
in the evening. 

Oa Friday night Heward Gathrie, a 
nephew of Mr. Ra Goldtherpe, who lives 
with him on the farm, breugh> seme matl 
from Pert Credit post office fer Mr. Wil- 
liams. The bey is attending wre High 
School at Oakville, where he gees by trein 
from Pert Credit daily. When he returns 
in the evening be calle at the prs? «flice and 
brings whatsver matl there is fer the 
neighbors in the immediste vicinity ef hie 
home, and Mr. and Mrs. W:lltams as they 
were aged, and theeld man bimee!f crtppled 
with rheumatism, leoke’ to yeung Guthrieto 
bring their letters for them. 

THE HOUSE LOCKED UP. 


On Friday night he ges their mail, an4 
took it over op Saterdsy morning.

THY ALARN GIVEN. 


Foeling somewhat distarbed a5 this, Mr. 
Kose Geldthorps, ths bey’s uncle, wens 
over te fnvestigate. He wae equally ua- 
sa. cessful in gaiving an entrance or to eb- 
tain a gaace inside, and he visited the bars. 
He found the atable door epen and the 
herse usually driven by the old coapls 
gene. The etall waa in redicesa for ite 
reception, however, being cleaned sod bod- 
ded with freah straw. ‘ibe cutter also was 
gene. He saw the track ef the cutter, 
which was evidently a day old, and be 
traced thie te the gate, where i> turmd 
weat tewarés Torento. At the time he 
tried to satisfy himee!f with the idea thet 
it was the track made by Mr. Wilians 
andbis wife when geing te Teront, al- 
thengh he could net entirely supp ess 
feeling of suspicion ia his mind sro asd by 
their centinued absence.

FOUL PLAY SUSYRCTED

They settled on the farm near 
Pert Credit about sixteen years ago, and 
were always careful, thrif y, industrious 
peepie, aad, through these qualities, well-:o- 
do. Tney owned the farm on which they 
lived, an4 which compriees 100 acres. They 
had po children and no reistives, ae far 
as known, except ene, a Mrs. Meodic, mar- 
ried te Wiliam Moodie, a farmer, living 
not ® great distance from Puwrt Credit. 
They Uved entirely alone, except whea 
they had a man hired to do the werk 
aboat the farm. They were sipposed te 
Lave scme meney tn the bent, and ne 
@eubt the murderer imagined that they 
kepta store of it abent the heure some 
place. They were geod neighbors, well 
l ked by all with whem they came in con- 
tact, and always wiliing 'o b-ip where they 
could dose. Mr. Williams, » man of abeut 
70 years of age,and some twenty years older 
than his wife, was a viotim of rneamatiem, 
which bad mede him isms, end he was 
therefore unable te get abeut with ease or 
cemfort. His wife, however, whe wes & 
bright, bastling, active bedy, discharged 
net enly the heusebeld duties, but leoked 
after the farm end steck. Mr. Williams 
was abeut 5 feet 7 inches in height, clean- 
shaven, and ef dark apd sherp feavures. 
The prople in the nei, hborheed are wild 
with excitement ever the affeir, acd look 
te the autheritics for the arrest of the

ROBBERY THE MOTIVB. 


The evident ebject of this awful crime 
was robbary, ae the pockete ef the dead man 
were turned inside out aod the house was 
ransacked from top te bettom.

The 
investigation for the beety bad evidently 
been taken up carefully and without haete, 
and the only reem net disturbed was the 
attic, where the hired man had slept white 
with the Williamecs. 

THE SUSPECT.

The tongue is not altered tp 
forn or dimeratons, nor ie it ever dry 
unless some phlegmoneus inflsmmation fe 
imminent or ies alresdy begon. If there is 
acatarrh ef the digestive tract, and th: 
tongue besemos heavily coated, tie «paliae 
tint is still vielble abeut the borders, an¢ 
may shew threugh the caating in places. 
Cathsrtics may help clear up the furred 
tengue, but ite characteristic porcelain 
effect remains. In pnesmosta complicating 
grip the tengue dries up witbeut effect ups. 
the epaline tint upon ite berdere. In a care 
ot eupposed tis in a child, the pecu- 
iiar appearance ef the tengue served te 
establien the diagnosis of grip, a diagnesis 
verified by subsequent events.
